THE  NUNNERY  -  WOLF  -  PRICE  FAMILIES 
1808  -  1963 


HENRY  NUNNERY  and  NANCY  WOLF  were  married  April  8,  1808.  Their  record 
prior  to  this  time  is  not  known  to  this  descendant  except  that  it  has  been  family 
tradition  that  Henry  Nunnery  was  from  Cumberland  County  or  Roberson  County, 
North  Carolina,  and  his  wife  Nancy  Wolf  was  from  South  Carolina.  This  has 
never  been  substantiated  by  the  court  house  or  family  records  until  recently 
while  doing  research  for  this  little  family  history,  Juanita  Ferguson  Norton  found, 
in  a  Record  of  Deeds  of  Cumberland  County,  North  Carolina,  Book  40,  page  468, 
date  of  July  23,  1834,  an  account  of  a  most  interesting  business  transaction  between 
one  Henry  Nunnery  and  a  James  Price  to  which  “indenture  each  man  set  his  hand 
and  seal.”  James  Price  was  to  execute  the  sale  of  a  part  of  Henry  Nunnery’s 
plantation  estate.  He  was  to  settle  a  few  small  debts  that  he  owed  and  to  collect 
some  payments  due  him,  two  of  which  were  from  Cumberland  County  and  Sampson 
County,  for  his  services  in  building  a  bridge  across  Black  River  and  in  constructing 
a  road  leading  thereto  in  each  of  these  counties  in  North  Carolina.  He  owned 
15,000  feet  of  timber  on  Amos  Nunnery’s  place  and  5,000  feet  on  McChloe  Autrey's 
land.  In  the  sales,  Henry  Nunnery  reserved  all  necessary  furniture,  one  wheel, 
cards,  one  loom,  working  tools,  and  arms  for  muster.  He  detailed  other  explicit 
instructions.  James  Price  was  to  receive  as  compensation  for  his  trouble  five 
per  centum  of  all  sales  and  was  “to  have  and  to  hold,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  pro¬ 
perty  conveyed  without  molestation  from  anyone,”  which  to  this  compiler  seems 
to  show  a  feeling  of  love  and  confidence  for  and  in  James  Price  for  faithfully 
executing  the  trust  reposed  in  him.  This  document  is  evidence  that  this  James 
Price  had  the  unquestioned  confidence  of  a  man  by  the  name  of  Henry  Nunnery 
who  had  accumulated  an  estate  of  some  worth  and  who,  for  reasons  not  stated  in 
the  contract,  could  not  manage  this  himself. 

Further  research  by  Juanita  and  her  professional  aides  revealed  no  proof  of 
our  kinship  to  these  men.  However,  we  note  an  Interesting  comment.  No  other 
Henry  Nunnery  or  James  Price  was  found  in  the  many  examined  records  of  that 
period  which  period  coincides  perfectly  with  the  history  of  our  ancestors  by  those 
names.  The  Bible  record  shows  that  James  Price  and  Clarky  Nunnery,  the  youngest 
child  of  Henry  Nunnery,  were  married  the  year  after  the  business  deal  just  reported 
as  happening  in  Cumberland  County,  North  Carolina,  where  family  tradition, 
supported  by  many  facts,  says  that  our  Nunnery  and  Price  ancestors  lived  before 
the  War  Between  the  States. 

So,  hoping  more  evidence  will  be  found,  we  will  continue  to  think  that  Henry 
Nunnery  and  his  wife,  Nancy  Wolf  Nunnery,  lived  in  Cumberland  County  after 
marrying  and  brought  up  their  family  there;  and  we  will  go  on  with  as  much  of  the 
history  of  our  venerable  ancestors  as  we  can  collect. 

In  the  Nunnery- Wolf- Price  family  Bible,  owned  by  Eula  Lamb  of  2111-43rd 
Avenue,  Meridian,  Mississippi,  the  children  of  this  Nunnery-Wolf  union  are  named 
in  this  order:  (1)  Susannah  Nunnery  was  born  May  29,  1810.  She  was  married  to 
Olin  Hair  on  February  10,  1830,  (2)  Charlotte  Nunnery  was  born  July  1,  1812.  She 
was  married  to  William  Pursall  on  October  13,  1830.  She  died  February  10,  1836. 
(31  Clarky  Nunnery  was  born  December  10,  1815. 

I.  Grandmother  Clarky  Nunnery  Price  was  known  for  her  wisdom,  Ingenuity  and 
industry,  not  only  by  her  own  family,  who  praised  her,  but  also  by  her  contemporaries, 
many  of  whom  this  writer  knew.  She  must  have  been  an  accomplished  weaver 
and  in  all  probability  used  the  cards,  wheel,  and  loom  that  her  father,  Henry  Nunnery, 
reserved  from  the  sale  of  his  goods;  for,  at  some  time  in  her  busy  life,  Clarky 
Nunnery  wove  a  beautiful  wool  coverlet  for  each  of  her  children,  using  several 
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colors  In  different  geometrical  designs  corresponding  to  the  patterns  of  that  day. 
Her  granddaughter,  Ella  Womack  Ferguson,  has  the  deep  blue  and  white  one  that 
belonged  to  her  mother.  She  has  used  it  all  of  her  housekeeping  days,  and  it 
is  still  in  perfect  preservation.  Rosa  Price  Paschal  has  a  white  tufted  bedspread 
that  she  worked  on  strong  white  linen-like  cloth  that  this  busy  lady  herself  wove. 
Her  prolific  knitting  needles  provided  many  articles  of  clothing  for  her  husband  and 
children,  including  socks,  stockings,  gloves,  chest  and  back  warmers.  (So-called). 

Juanita,  hoping  to  hear  something  ot  the  neighborhood  life  of  our  grandparents 
inquired  of  a  lady  near  their  old  home  place  if  she  had  ever  heard  anything  of  interest 
about  them.  Upon  which  she  related  the  two  following  episodes. 

In  1839  when  the  triplets  were  infants  the  James  Price  residence  was  not  far 
from  the  home  of  an  Indian  family  the  wife  and  mother  of  which  for  a  long  time 
gave  invaluable  assistance  in  their  care  as  nurse  and  friendship.  It  has  long 
been  said  that  she  furnished  a  tribal  medicine  that  not  only  induced  strength 
and  gave  relief  from  pain  but  at  times  seemed  to  bring  back  life  itself. 

Each  of  the  triplets  grew  strong,  sturdy  bodies;  the  two  men  standing  more 
than  six  feet  tall,  were  nevertheless  said  to  have  been  “pint  size"  babies. 

To  the  good  woman  the  James  Price  family  felt  lastingly  grateful. 

A  young  neighbor  went  to  visit  Mrs.  Price  one  warm  summer  day  and  carried 
her  two  babies  in  an  improvised  cradle-board  Indian  fashion  (But  not  Indian 
sturdiness)  when  she  got  home  that  late  afternoon  one  of  her  “chicks"  was  gone. 
She  didn’t  wait  to  ask  what  time  it  was  but  hurriedly  retraced  her  steps  to  find  that 
a  kind  Providence  had  provided  a  soft  bed  of  sand  in  the  way  for  her  child  to  fall 
in  and  to  preserve  her  well  and  unhurt. 

James  Price,  who  was  born  March  22,  1810,  and  Clarky  Nunnery  Price  were 
married  October  4,  1835.  As  previously  stated,  it  is  not  known  where  they  lived 
at  this  time,  but  they  later  were  established  on  their  own  farm  in  Lumber  Bridge, 
North  Carolina;  and  James  Price  was  active  in  farming  and  in  the  turpentine  business, 
marketing  this  product  by  hauling  it  to  a  North  Carolina  coastal  town.  He  also 
had  a  grist  mill  that  accommodated  a  large  number  of  farmers  in  that  area. 

James  Price  and  Clarky  Nunnery  Price  had  eleven  children.  Their  names 
were  as  follows;  (1)  Thomas  Robert  Price,  (2)  Henry  Nunnery  Price,  (3)  Nancy 
C.  Price,  (4)  James  Franklin  Price,  (5)  Alexander  Price,  (6)  Flora  Ann  Price, 
(7)  Charles  Wolf  Price,  (8)  Ellen  Price,  (9)  James  Oliver  Price,  (10)  Elizabeth 
Jane  Price,  (11)  Margaret  Carolyn  Price. 

James  Price  and  four  of  his  sons  enlisted  early  in  the  Confederate  Army. 
On  account  of  his  age,  he  served  less  than  the  full  four  years.  When  the  men  of 
this  family  were  called  to  arms,  they  left  Mrs.  Price  and  the  four  daughters  alone 
on  the  home  place  with  a  body  guard  in  the  person  of  a  trusted  old  Negro  man. 
Some  of  the  farm  and  garden  work  was  carried  on.  Also  the  grist  mill  was  operated 
for  themselves,  the  community  of  families,  and  for  those  who  came  from  far  and 
near  to  have  grain  ground  into  meal,  grits,  and  live  stock  feed.  The  family  lived 
very  well  with  poultry  products,  milk  and  butter,  together  with  what  they  reaped 
from  the  farm  and  garden  to  supplement  what  the  grocery  stores  offered. 

Thus  by  emulating  the  “virtuous  woman"  who  is  described  by  King  Solomon 
(and  here  by  King  Lemuel)  in  Proverbs  3,  verses  10  to  31,  the  James  and  Clarky 
Price  household  fared  well  for  a  time.  One  morning  they  were  on  their  porch  when 
suddenly  the  sound  of  the  marching  feet  of  Union  soldiers  was  heard  tramping  a 
lumber  bridge  a  mile  away.  Terror  stricken  they  hastened  to  their  tasks.  Grand¬ 
mother  ordered  the  body  guard  to  rope  the  horse  and  cow,  or  cows,  near  by  and  rush 
to  the  swamp.  She  sent  the  three  older  girls  with  him.  Little  Aunt  Maggie  stayed 
with  her.  Before  they  left  they  had  time  to  partially  hide  one  bank  of  sweet  potatoes 
and  to  pitch  a  fifty-pound  can  of  lard  into  a  nearby  briar  patch.  It  was  always 
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said  that  Grandmother  Clarky  performed  this  feat  herself.  The  family  silver  was 
put  into  sacks  and  thrown  into  the  mill  pond  at  a  spot  marked  by  a  clump  of  cypress 
knees.  However,  it  was  never  to  be  found  again.  There  was  no  time  left  to  gather 
either  a  chicken  or  a  turkey  or  to  scare  them  off.  They  escaped  the  familiar  hands 
that  had  nourished  them  only  to  fall  into  the  trap  of  the  eager  men  in  the  blue 
uniforms  who  soon  had  a  savory  meal  of  chicken  and  turkey  stew  cooking  in  the 
iron  pots  on  grandmother’s  clean  hearth,  while  the  other  bank  of  potatoes  roasted 
in  the  back  of  the  deep  fireplace. 

The  officer  in  charge  offered  little  five-or  six-  year  old  Aunt  Maggie  a  dime  if 
she  would  bring  him  some  salt.  Grandmother  gave  him  some  of  her  meager  supply 
of  this  precious  condiment.  The  officer  soon  kindly  repaid  them  for  this  gift. 
Aunt  Maggie  had  a  little  pet  hen  who  every  day  came  into  the  side  bedroom  and 
laid  an  egg  in  the  middle  of  the  high  fluffed-up  feather  bed,  later  announcing  her 
beautiful  find  with  a  clear  happy  cackle  that  resounded  throughout  the  house.  This 
ill  doomed  day  was  no  exception.  No  sooner  had  her  feet  touched  the  floor  and  her 
merry  sound  rang,  out,  than  a  lunge  was  made  and  strange  hands  held  her  tight. 
The  pet  hen’s  little  owner  trembled  with  fear  that  she  might  be  hurt.  She  sought 
unsuccessfully  to  take  her  feathered  friend  away  from  the  soldier.  Then  tearfully 
she  turned  to  the  officer  with  the  plea,  “Please,  sir,  make  him  give  me  my  pet 
hen.’’  To  this  anguished  cry  the  Union  officer  was  more  amenable  than  to  the 
impassioned  appeal  of  our  excellent,  brave,  and  undaunted  grandmother,  who 
begged  that  for  the  sake  of  the  women,  children,  and  old  men  left  in  that  neighbor¬ 
hood  he  should  refrain  from  executing  his  earlier  order  to  his  troops  to  cut  the 
dam  of  the  mill  pond  and  release  the  water  that  was  necessary  for  the  operation 
of  their  water-powered  grist  mill.  His  orders  were  carried  out  in  a  way  that  made 
it  impossible  to  mend  the  break  any  time  soon.  The  record  shows  that  the  pond 
has  never  been  reclaimed.  Seventy-five  years  later  Aunt  Maggie  Price  Womack 
and  all  her  descendants  went  back  to  the  James  and  Clarky  Price  old  home  and 
mill  site  and  saw  what  was  said  by  the  people  living  there  to  be  the  same  grinding 
rocks  that  were  silenced  when  the  waters  lost  their  song  and  fled  away.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Roy  W.  Norton  are  now  considering  the  thought  of  buying  this  property. 
Of  course,  all  the  buildings  are  gone. 

After  Appomattox  the  Price  men  came  home  and  farmed  for  a  year  and  made 
ready  to  move  to  supposedly  greener  fields  in  Mississippi.  On  that  journey  we 
have  been  told  there  were  mule  wagons  loaded  with  the  Price's  choicest  material 
belongings  and  that  they  were  accompanied  by  grandfather  and  grandmother  James 
and  Clarky  Nunnery  Price  and  most  of  their  children.  Thomas  Robert  Price,  de¬ 
ceased,  and  James  Franklin  Price  were  absent.  Uncle  Frank  had  preceded  the 
family  and  was  then  married  and  living  in  Smith  County  near  Polkville.  The  story 
goes  that  Alexander  Price  was  selected  to  take  the  responsibility  as  “Trail  Master” 
on  that  trek  to  new  lands.  He  had  the  efficient  and  loyal  cooperation  of  all  the 
travelers.  There  were  times,  perhaps  many,  when  it  was  necessary  for  the  human 
cargo  to  take  to  their  feet  in  order  to  relieve  the  animals  over  rough  and  hazardous 
places  in  the  roads.  My  father  used  to  tell  us  how  many  pairs  of  socks  Grand¬ 
mother  Nancy  knit  while  riding  or  walking  during  those  weeks  of  travel.  I  have 
forgotten,  but  it  was  a  considerable  number.  Her  walking  did  not  silence  the  click 
of  the  knitting  needles  in  those  nimble  hands. 

It  is  not  known  by  us  where  the  family  first  established  a  home  in  Mississippi, 
but  some  time  later  James  Price  and  his  family  bought  a  farm  in  Scott  County 
near  Hillsboro,  Mississippi,  where  they  lived  for  a  number  of  years.  Their  neighbors 
at  that  time,  Mrs.  Anna  and  Mr.  James  Wright,  gave  to  this  recorder  a  very  in¬ 
teresting  account  of  the  Price  family.  It  appears  that  they  were  hard  workers, 
fine  farmers,  good  livers,  faithful  friends,  and  church-going  neighbors. 

Uncle  Charlie  was  a  large,  handsome,  jovial  man.  His  early  morning  halloos 
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on  the  way  to  work  could  be  heard  a  mile  away.  Grandmother  and  her  girls  were 
great  lovers  of  flowers.  They  had  brought  plants,  cuttings,  and  seeds  from  Carolina 
and  grew  a  beautiful  selection  of  blossoms.  Mrs.  Wright,  a  very  refined  and  lovely 
lady,  still  had  the  seed  of  the  gorgeous  “Star  of  Bethlehem.”  Mrs.  Wright  said 
she  had  a  deep  admiration  for  the  James  Price  family  and  a  warm  affection  for 
Mrs.  Clarky  Price  and  her  daughters. 

They  were  also  known  for  their  generous  hospitality.  Mr.  Hal  Gatewood 
another  good  neighbor  of  theirs  in  the  Hillsboro,  Scott  County,  community,  told 
us  the  revealing  story  about  the  James  Prices  and  how  they  “saved  his  life” 
one  time.  It  had  to  do  with  a  camp  meeting.  I  do  not  remember  the  name  of  the 
camp,  but  the  James  Prices  had  a  cabin  there  which  they  occupied  every  year 
or  at  least  this  year,  during  a  camp  meeting  revival  season,  as  was  the  custom 
ol  the  good  people  who  yearly  assembled  at  this  camp  ground  to  enjoy  the  sure 
spkitual  feast.  Each  family  carried  with  them  enough  groceries  to  supply  themselves 
and  chance  guests  while  they  were  encamped.  Mr.  Gatewood  said  that  during  the 
meeting  of  this  particular  summer  a  series  of  heavy  rains  swelled  the  nearby 
streams  so  that  some  of  the  people  there  could  not  get  home,  and  their  food  supply 
eit  er  ran  very  short  or  ran  out.  He  and  three  or  four  other  young  men  were  among 
those  who  had  “scraped  the  bottom  of  the  barrel.”  He  said  it  was  when  they  had 
gone  several  days  with  little  or  nothing  to  eat  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  “saved 
their  lives.”  These  young  men  were  passing  by  the  Price  tent  when  grandpa  said, 

You  boys  come  right  inhere.  We  still  have  something  to  eat,  and  you  are  welcome 
to  share  it  with  us  as  long  as  it  lasts.” 


At  the  time  the  family  lived  in  Scott  County,  Alexander  Price  worked  first 
as  a  brakeman  and  then  as  baggage  man  on  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.  From 
l0,caTn  'he  Prices  moved  to  the  Thornton  place  near  Cato,  Rankin  County. 
While  living  there,  grandfather  Price  went  to  Brandon  one  day  in  an  open  vehicle 
Coming  home  he  got  drenched  in  a  cold,  heavy  rain  and,  as  a  result,  he  contracted 
pneumonia  and  died  December  19,  1875.  He  is  buried  in  Cato  Cemetery.  His 
widow,  Clarky  Price,  then  moved  into  the  home  of  her  bachelor  son,  Henry,  who 
was  established  as  a  farmer  at  Fannin  in  north  Rankin  County,  Mississippi,'  She 
passed  on  to  her  great  reward  September  27,  1882.  She  is  buried  in  the  Baptist 
Church^  3t  Fannln'  James  and  Clarky  Nunnery  Price  were  members  of  the  Baptist 

i  ,  J,he  fw'°'Tg  sta*.ement  is  witten  In  the  Price  family  Bible  owned  by  Eula 
mb  in  Meridian.  Alexander  Guy.  Grandmother  Clarky  Nunnery  Price's  first 
cousin,  went  to  France  to  help  translate  the  Bible  into  French."  My  father  Alexan¬ 
der  Price,  a  namesake  of  the  above  mentioned  man,  said  he  went  to  school  to  cousin 
Alexander  Guy  a,id  he  was  the  best  teacher  he  ever  had.  He  was  a  fine  Latin  scholar 
and  from  him  he  received  all  the  knowledge  of  Latin  he  ever  acquired 

w  ,the.  *on2  trek  from  North  Carolina,  Alexander  Price  brought  a  cannon  ball 
which  he  had  somehow  gotten  home  from  the  battlefield.  It  was  left  at  their  Scott 
County  home  place  when  they  moved  to  Rankin  County  near  Cato.  Why  it  was  left 
we  can  t  imagine  unless  it  was  because  Alexander  was  not  there  at  tlie  moving 
time  and  the  other  members  of  the  family  forgot  it.  In  1923  when  the  John  and 
Rosa  Paschal  family  moved  to  Walnut  Grove,  Mr.  Everett  Moore  brought  this  unusual 
relic  to  give  to  us.  He  said  he  was  a  small  boy  living  near  the  Prices,  and  when 
he  discovered  that  they  had  lelt  the  cannon  ball  he  assumed  they  did  not  want  it 
and  would  not  return  for  it.  He  hauled  it  In  his  little  calf-drawn  wagon  to  his  house 

*  T,,1  adbeenever  since.  It  weighs  sixty-two  pounds,  and  Aunt  Maggie  Woinack 
said  the  Price  boys  used  to  compete  with  one  another  to  see  who  could  pitch 
e  iron  sphere  the  fartherest.

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CHAPTER  I 

THOMAS  ROBERT  PRICE 

THOMAS  ROBERT  PRICE  was  bom  in  North  Carolina  July  14,  1836.  He  early 
enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army  where  he  served  until  his  death  in  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  November  9,  1862.  He  is  buried  in  the  military  cemetery  there. 

CHAPTER  II 

HENRY  NUNNERY  PRICE 

HENRY  NUNNERY  PRICE,  the  oldest  of  triplets,  was  born  March  25,  1839.  He 
served  four  years  in  the  Confederate  Calvary  and  was  given  possession  of  his  horse 
at  the  end  of  the  hostilities.  He  migrated  to  Mississippi  where  he  engaged  in 
farming.  He  never  married,  but  as  long  as  he  lived  he  cherished  the  memory 
of  his  love  for  a  fair  lady  in  Carolina  who  married  another  while  he  was  in  Military 
Service.  He  died  in  the  house  of  his  brother,  Frank  Price,  in  Jackson,  Mississippi, 
January  3,  1913. 


CHAPTER  HI 

NANCY  PRICE  AND  WILLIAM  PHILLIPS 
AND  THEIR  DAUGHTER 

NANCY  PRICE,  the  second  of  the  triplets,  was  born  March  25,  1838.  Site  with  her 
mother  and  sisters,  endured  the  rigors  of  war  in  their  home  in  lumber  Bridge,  North 
Carolina,  and  later  moved  with  the  entire  family  to  Scott  County,  Mississippi.’  While 
visiting  relatives  by  the  name  of  Hair  or  Wolf,  or  both,  in  north  Mississippi,  she  met 
and  married  Mr.  William  Phillips,  a  farmer  in  Sarepta.  To  them  was  born  one  daughter 
named  Flora.  William  Phillips  died  when  Flora  was  a  child.  Aunt  Nancy  Price  Philips, 
who  lived  to  be  94  years  old,  passed  away  October  5,  1932,  and  was  buried  in 
Sarepta,  Calhoun  County,  Mississippi. 

I.  Flora  Fhillips  was  bom  about  1880.  She  received  her  high  school  education 
in  Calhoun  County  and  attended  Blue  Mountain  College.  She  continued  to  live 
with  her  mother  in  Serepta,  Mississippi,  and  taught  in  the  Calhoun  County  Schools 
for  a  number  of  years.  Site  died  in  1940.  After  her  death,  an  admiring  cousin 
furnished  a  room  in  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  in  her  honor 
and  had  placed  on  the  door  a  plaque  inscribed  “In  loving  memory  of  Flora  Fhillips 
by  an  admiring  cousin.” 


CHAPTER  IV 

JAMES  FRANKLIN  PRICE  AND 
CAROLYN  GUSQUE  BARROW  PRICE  AND 
THEIR  DESCENDANTS 

JAMES  FRANKLIN  PRICE,  born  March  25,  1839,  was  the  youngest  of  the  triplets. 
He  also  served  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  came  back  to  his  father’s  home  in 
lumber  Bridge,  North  Carolina.  The  story  goes  that  a  friend  and  neighbor  of  his 
who  had  come  to  Mississippi  wrote  back  urging  Frank  to  “Come  to  this  good 
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land.”  He  did  and  arrived  in  Polkville,  Smith  County,  where  he  met  the  lovely 
Mrs.  Carolyn  Gasque  Barrow,  widow  of  William  Frederick  Barrow.  (See  more 
about  this  excellent  lady  under  the  heading  of  The  Barrow  Family.)  James  Frank¬ 
lin  Price  and  Mrs.  Carolyn  Gasque  Barrow  were  married  December  5,  18C6,  near 
Trenton,  Smith  County,  Mississippi.  They  farmed  in  Smith  County  and  continued 
in  that  occupation  near  Jackson  until  they  established  the  Price  House,  a  hotel  on 
the  comer  of  Pearl  and  President  Streets,  which  for  a  long  time  enjoyed  a  fine  repu¬ 
tation  for  good  accommodations  of  room  and  meals  for  $1.00  a  day.  Uncle  Frank 
Price  and  his  helpful  Christian  wife,  Wunt  Carrie,  extended  a  helping  hand  to  those 
in  need,  but  he  could  not  and  would  not  condone  professional  beggars  who  sometimes 
tried  to  impose  on  them.  James  Franklin  Price  and  Carolyn  Gasque  Price  had  six 
children:  (1)  Flora  Susan  Price,  (2)  Charles  Robert  Price,  (3)  Hattie  Jane  Price,  (4) 
Margaret  Dora  Price,  (5)  Beulah  Benton  Price,  (6)  Durwood  Belmont  Price. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Price  died  January  6,  1900,  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  at  the  age  of 
58  years,  4  months,  and  22  days.  James  Franklin  Price  married  Mrs.  Bessie  Jones 
in  October  of  the  same  year.  He  died  October  17,  1924,  at  1133  North  West  Street, 
Jackson,  Mississippi.  He  was  wighty  six.  Mrs.  Bessie  Jones  Price  passed  away  in 
December  1937  near  Newton,  Mississippi,  at  the  home  of  her  niece,  Mrs.  Ford. 

1.  Flora  Susan  Price  Lamb  was  born  November  25,  1867.  She  married  Robert 
Martin  Lamb,  who  was  farming  near  Batesvillein  Panola  County,  - Mississippi.  After 
some  years,  they  moved  to  their  farm  at  Lawrence,  Mississippi,  where  they  continued 
to  live  for  a  long  time.  Mrs.  Lamb  died  January  30,  1921.  Mr.  Robert  Martin  Lamb 
was  bom  September  24,  1861,  and  died  April  2,  1944.  They  are  buried  in  the  Law¬ 
rence  Cemetery.  Tire  children  of  this  union  were:  (1)  John  Hulan  Lamb,  (2)  Carrie 
Ira  Lamb,  (3)  Howard  Franklin  Lamb,  (4)  Eula  Iamb,  (5)  Charles  Price  Lamb,  (6)

A.  John  Hulan  Lamb  was  born  December  31, 1887.  He  was  a  locomotive  engineer 
on  the  Gulf  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad.  He  married  Annie  Floyd  Tatum  of  Lawrence, 
Mississippi.  John  Hulan  Lamb  died  August  12,  1939.  Mrs.  Lamb  now  lives  at 
117  -  8th  Street  South,  Columbus,  Mississippi.  They  had  three  children:  (1)  Mary 
Sue  lamb,  (2)  John  Robert  Lamb,  and  (3)  Annie  Virginia  Lamb. 

(1)  Mary  Sue  Lamb  was  bom  in  1916.  She  married  Dr.  Willard  Commander,  an 
optometrist.  They  live  in  Brookhaven  and  have  three  daughters. 

(2)  John  Robert  Lamb,  Jr.,  was  born  in  1919.  He  is  an  optometrist  as  is  also  his 
wife.

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THE  BARROW  FAMILY 


In  former  years  when  the  Frank  Price,  Alex  Price,  and  Maggie  Price  Womack 
families  knew  each  other  better  than  we  perhaps  do  now,  there  seemed  no  difference 
between  Uncle  Frank's  step  children  and  the  Price  and  Womack  children  who  held 
a  fond  affection  for  Aunt  Carrie  Price,  as  much  so  as  for  Uncle  Frank.  Therefore, 
we  would  consider  this  story  incomplete  without  the  names  and  histories  of  the 
William  Love  Barrow  and  the  Henrietta  Barrow  Mayo  families.  So  we  include  their 
biographies  also.  The  following  record  is  the  one  from  the  Barrow  family  Bible 
owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Barrow,  620  Northside  Drive,  Jackson,  Mississippi. 

I.  William  Frederick  Barrow  was  born  in  1838  to  Seth  L.  and  Sarah  Barrow  in 
Smith  County,  Mississippi.  He  married  Carolyn  Gasque  who  was  born  in  1838  at 
the  residence  of  her  parents  near  Trenton,  Smith  County,  Mississippi. 

Carolyn  Gasque  Barrow's  parents  were  Love  Gasque,  born  in  1821,  and  Susan 
Gasque,  born  in  1820.  They  lived  at  Trenton,  Smith  County,  Mississippi,  where 
Mr.  Gasque  was  a  merchant.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  from  1859  to  1860. 

William  Frederick  Barrow  served  in  the  Confederate  Army  as  a  volunteer  in  the 
46th  Regiment  of  Mississippi  Volunteers  and  died  in  service  near  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
August  30,  1864,  at  the  age  of  26  years,  9  months,  and  8  days.  In  the  family  files 
is  a  letter  written  by  William  Frederick  Barrow  to  his  wife  Caroline  as  follows: 
“Camp  Lee,  near  Pollard,  Alabama,  April  1,  1864,  46th  Regiment  of  Mississippi 
Volunteers,”  closing  with  these  words:  “May  God  bless  and  preserve  our  lives  to 
meet  again  on  this  earth  to  part  no  more  till  death  separates  us,  is  my  prayer,” 
signed,  William  Frederick  Barrow.  The  above  mentioned  couple  had  three  children: 
(1)  George  Alfred  Barrow,  (2)  Henrietta  Lucile  Barrow,  (3)  William  (Billy)  Love 
Barrow. 

A.  George  Alfred  Barrow  was  born  March  26,  1860,  and  died  in  infancy. 

b.  HenriettaLucile  Barrow  (See  THE  MAYO  FAMILY,  page  16.) 

C.  William  Love  Barrow  was  born  April  24, 1864,  and  was  married  to  W.  May  Shaw, 
December  20,  1887.  She  was  born  February  4,  1871,  and  was  brought  up  in  the  west 
portion  of  Hinds  County.  She  was  a  sweet  Cliristian  and  after  a  lingering  illness 
went  home  to  be  with  the  Lord,  July  3,  1895.  William  Love  Barrow  was  in  the  mer¬ 
cantile  business  in  several  places  and  for  a  long  time  had  a  store  on  Pearl  Street 
in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  He  was  married  the  second  time  to  Miss  Dora  Ellis  of 
Jackson.  She  was  a  retired  bookkeeper.  He  died  in  1940;  she  passed  away  January 
16,  1950.  William  Love  Barrow  and  W.  May  Shaw  Barrow  had  two  children:  (1) 
Bessie  Mae  Barrow  and  (2)  Carl  Vivian  Barrow. 

(1)  Bessie  Barrow  was  born  October  12,  1888.  She  never  married.  Her  death 
occurred  in  1909. 

(2)  Carl  Vivian  Barrow  was  born  in  Jackson  May  7,  1894.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  Jackson  and  graduated  from  Central  High  School.  He  became  a  telegraph 
operator  and  worked  for  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  until  he  retired,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  three  years  he  served  in  World  War  L  Carl  Vivian  Barrow  and  Nemea  Mary 
Cox  were  married  March  22,  1920.  She  was  born  in  Louisiana  April  30,  1899.  Her 
father,  George  Washington  Cox,  was  born  in  Reserve,  Louisiana;  and  her  mother, 
Rose  Letulle  Cox,  was  born  in  St.  Marys,  Louisiana.  Her  father  was  a  railroad  man.

CAHPTER  V 

ALEXANDER  PRICE  AND 
NARCISSA  JANE  STEEN  PRICE  AND 
THEIR  DESCENDANTS 

ALEXANDER  PRICE  was  born  in  Lumber  Bridge,  North  Carolina,  March  20,  1841. 
He  served  four  years  in  the  Confederate  Army  and,  in  1866  or  1867  with  his  father 
and  mother  and  a  number  of  sisters  and  brothers,  moved  from  Lumber  Bridge,  North 
Carolina,  to  a  farm  in  Rankin  County,  Mississippi.  He  worked  as  baggage  master 
on  the  Alabama  and  Vicksburg  Railroad  for  a  while. 

On  October  8,  1872,  he  married  NARCISSA  JANE  STEEN,  the  third  daughter  of 
Carroll  J.  and  Margaret  Ann  Neely  Steen.  She  was  born  March  31,  1853,  near  Byram, 
Mississippi.  She  attended  school  at  Springridge  Female  Seminary  in  Hinds  County, 
Mississippi.  She  later  went  to  Richland  Academy  where  she  received  a  red  leat her 
bound  New  Testament  and  Psalms  as  an  award  for  scholarship  in  grammar  and 
spelling.  She  remained  highly  proficient  in  these  subjects  as  long  as  she  lived. 
Narcissa  was  said  to  have  been  a  beautiful  girl,  tall  and  graceful,  with  long,  thick, 
black  hair  and  blue  grey  eyes.  She  had  a  beautiful  voice  and  her  early  contemporar¬ 
ies  told  us  that  “she  sang  like  a  lark.”  We  love  to  recall  the  many  times  we  heard 
her  sing  in  clear,  sweet,  strains  her  favorite  songs,  such  as  “What  a  Friend  We 
Have  in  Jesus,"  “David  the  King,”  and  the  child’s  verses  of  “Little  Joe.”  She 
knew  many  ditties  that  always  amused  her  devoted  children.  Her  fine,  artistic  sense 
was  evidenced  in  her  beautiful  arrangements  of  flowers  that  she  often  made  for  the 
mantle  and  table  and  to  send  with  tea  cakes  to  a  neighbor,  mostly  on  Sunday  morn¬ 
ings  after  we  all  had  spent  the  usual  time  reading  the  Bible.  “She  looked  well  to  the 
ways  of  her  household  and  ate  not  the  bread  of  idleness.”  She  extended  at  every 
opportunity  a  liberal  hand  to  those  in  need.  She  was  a  devoted  wife  and  mother  who 
always  looked  up  to  her  husband  to  love,  honor,  and  obey. 

After  Alexander  and  Narcissa  married,  they  moved  to  a  farm  five  miles  north¬ 
east  of  Cato  where  they  lived  the  rest  of  their  lives.  Alexander  was  a  forthright, 
energetic,  well  read  man  who  took  an  active  interest  in  church,  civic  and  govern¬ 
mental  affairs.  He  was  a  deacon  at  Cato  Baptist  Church  and  was  its  treasurer  for 
many  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  served  on  the  Rankin 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  for  eight  consecutive  years,  after  which  time,  in  1896, 
he  was  elected  to  the  MississippiStateSenate and  served  four  years.  The  hospital¬ 
ity  of  his  home  was  extended  to  many  and  especially  to  ministers  of  the  gospel  and 
their  families.  Never  were  lodging  or  meals  withheld  from  those  who  stopped  at 
his  door.  Alexander  Price  and  Narcissa  Steen  Price  had  eleven  children:  (I)  Henry, 
(II)  Jeffie,  (III)  Percy,  (IV)Harris,  (V)  Andrew,  (VI)  Annie,  (VII)  Rosa,  (VIII)  Florence,' 
(IX)  Carrie,  (X)  Janie,  and  (XI)Guy.  Narcissa  Price  died  October  15,  1904-  Alexander 
Price  died  June  5,  1905. 

I.  Henry  Thomas  Price  was  born  June  30,  1873.  He  died  March  30,  1875. 

II.  James  Jeffries  Price  was  born  November  18,  1874,  and  died  November  7, 
1878. 

III.  Percy  Alexander  Price,  Inverness,  Mississippi,  was  born  August  30,  1876, 
near  Cato,  Mississippi.  He  attended  the  local  grammar  school  at  Eureka,  Steens 
Creek  High  School  at  Florence,  Mississippi,  and  Millsaps  College  in  Jackson,  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  He  then  bought  land  in  Sunflower  County  near  Inverness,  Mississippi 
and  engaged  in  farming  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  gave  the  land  and  materials  for  the 
building  of  a  Negro  church  and  school  house  near  Inverness.  He  donated  land  and 
lumber  for  building  the  Baptist  Church  at  Inverness  in  which  for  many  years  he  served 
as  deacon  and  Sunday  School  superintendent.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  Shrine,  and  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 
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He  married  Julia  Celeta  Franklin  of  West  Point,  Mississippi,  March  25,  1905. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Robert  Luther  Franklin  who  was  born  April  23,  1841,  and 
died  September  14,  1917,  and  Anna  Lisa  Gholston  Franklin,  who  was  born  October 
22,  1849,  and  died  March  5,  1916.  Julia  graduated  from  Southern  Female  College 
at  West  Point,  Mississippi,  in  1904  and  moved  to  Inverness  where  she  was  married. 
There  she  became  a  member  of  the  Womans  Federated  Club,  Parent -Teacher  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Red  Cross,  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  and  was  a  devoted  member  and  worker 
in  the  Inverness  Baptist  Church  and  its  auxiliaries.  Oil  painting  was  one  of  her  ac¬ 
complishments.  Percy  A.  Price  and  Julia  Celeta  Franklin  Price  had  two  children: 
(1)  Will  Alexander  and  (2)  Julia  Myrtis.  Julia  died  October  14,  1955.  Percy  passed 
away  January  15,  1935. 

A.  Will  Alexander  Price,  Sr.,  Inverness,  Mississippi,  was  born  January  29,  1906. 
He  graduated  from  Inverness  High  School  and  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree 
from  Mississippi  College,  Clinton,  Mississippi  in  1926.  He  then  took  a  course  in 
business  and  cotton  classing  at  Macon  and  Andrew’s  Business  College,  Memphis, 
Tennessee.  He  has  been  engaged  in  the  business  of  farming  continuously  since 
that  date.  He  is  a  Mason,  a  32nd  KCCH  Shriner,  a  Rotarian,  a  City  Alderman,  and 
a  deacon  in  the  Inverness  Baptist  Church.  He  was  elected  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  and  served  for  twenty-five  years,  at  which 
time  he  retired  due  to  a  heart  condition. 

One  of  his  pastimes  now  is  corresponding  with  foreign  Rotary  Clubs.  He  has 
written  to  approximately  250  clubs  and  has  received  in  answer  letters  from  32  dif¬ 
ferent  countries  on  five  continents.  There  have  been  fewer  responses  from  South 
American  countries  than  from  any  other.  However,  he  has  had  six  or  eight  letters 
from  Argentina,  Chile,  and  Brazil.  He  feels  that  the  language  barrier  has  had  some¬ 
thing  to  do  with  his  not  hearing  from  some  places.  All  of  his  communications  have 
been  in  English  and  all  have  answered  in  English  except  for  a  few  in  German,  three 
in  French,  and  two  in  Italian.  All  the  Asiatic  and  Pacific  countries  seem  anxious 
to  correspond,  and  they  use  English  extensively. 

Will  mentioned  a  certain  letter  as  follows.  “I  received  a  most  interesting  letter 
last  year  from  a  young  German  lawyer.  He  had  attended  school  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  was  back  in  Germany  when  I  wrote  to  the  Rotary  Club  of  which  his 
father  was  the  secretary.  The  father  had  the  son  to  read,  translate,  and  answer  my 
letter;  and  in  doing  so  he  explained  that  he  had  been  in  Chicago  and  while  there 
read  and  heard  a  lot  about  the  South  and  its  segregation  problems.  He  very  politely 
asked  if  I  would  give  him  the  South’s  views  about  these  matters  as  he  felt  the 
Chicago  and  Eastern  newspapers  had  distorted  the  facts.  I  was  careful  and  delib¬ 
erate  about  my  answer  and  did  my  best  to  give  him  the  facts  as  we  see  them. 
Congressman  Frank  Smith,  incidentally,  had  read  the  article  in  the  Commercial 
Appeal  about  my  correspondence  with  foreign  clubs  and  mentioned  the  fact  in  a 
Congressional  Committee  meeting;  whereupon  note  was  made  of  it  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  meeting,  and  I  was  sent  a  copy  of  it.  I,  in  turn,  sent  Frank  a  copy  of 
the  correspondence  that  passed  between  myself  and  the  young  German  lawyer  which 
he  read  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  made  it  a  part  of  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Record,  a  copy  of  which  I  am  proud  to  own.” 

Will  A.  Price  married  Genevive  McDowell  of  Flora,  Mississippi,  October  12, 
1941.  She  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Mississippi  State  College  for 
Women  in  1933  and  for  seven  years  was  an  elementary  teacher  in  the  Inverness 
city  school  system.  She  was  also  a  teacher  in  the  Baptist  Church  Sunday  School 
primary  department  for  fifteen  years.  Will  had  one  son,  Will  Alexander  Price,  by 
a  former  marriage. 

“In  addition  to  the  account  shown  in  the  Steen-Neely  Family  book,  there  is  not 
a  great  deal  to  add,”  wrote  Will  Price,  "however,  as  you  request,  I  will  pick  it  up 
there  and  continue  as  follows: 
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“I  am  still  serving  in  all  the  offices  and  capacities  shown  there  and,  after 
serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Inverness  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  two 
years,  I  served  as  president  in  1960-1961  and  as  secretary  in  the  year  1961-62. 

I  have  been  president  of  the  Delta  Gin  of  Inverness  for  seven  years.  \  his  is  a  Co¬ 
operative  gin,  owned  by  the  farmers  of  the  community,  and  is  a  very  enterprising 
business.  Our  plant  and  equipment  is  valued  at  $250,000.  I  have  also  been  serving 
as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Farmers  Supply  Company,  another  Co-operative  that 
deals  in  all  types  of  feed,  seeds,  fertilizer,  agricultural  supplies,  and  operates  a 
seed  cleaning  plant  that  is  capable  of  cleaning  10,000  bushels  of  oats,  soy  beans 
and  other  small  grains  per  day.  Iam  now,  and  have  been  for  two  years,  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Yazoo  Valley  Cotton  Oil  Mill,  Inc.,  which  is  located  in  Green¬ 
wood,  Mississippi,  and  is  valued  at  $5,000,000. 

“I  am  still  working  at  my  Foreign  and  International  Contacts  Project  in  the  Ro¬ 
tary  Club,  and  my  contacts  now  amount  to  a  little  over  450.  I  am  not  doing  as  much 
letter  writing  now  as  I  did  for  a  few  years,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  made  a  col¬ 
ored  film,  together  with  a  synchronized  tape  recording,  of  the  Inverness  community 
and  the  activities  of  our  Rotary  Club.  I  exchange  this  film  and  taped  commentary 
with  clubs  in  other  countries,  and  it  is  a  very  interesting  project.  We  sent  the  film 
and  tape  to  the  club  in  Inverness,  Scotland,  first  and  have  shown  theirs  at  a  club 
meeting.  This  provided  a  very  interesting  program.  The  newly  elected  District 
Governor  of  Rotary  International  is  Mr.  Frank  Koestler,  of  Greenville,  Mississippi. 
He  will  assume  his  duties  July  1,  and  he  has  appointed  me  as  one  of  his  personal 
aids  and  representatives,  assigning  me  eleven  clubs  in  the  district  that  I  will  have 
under  my  supervision  and  sponsorship  for  him. 

"Now,  in  addition  to  the  information  concerning  Genevive  (Gennie),  she  is  still 
active  in  the  church,  is  a  present  president  of  the  W.  M.  U.  and  has  done  an  out¬ 
standing  job.  She  is  a  past  president  of  the  local  garden  club  and  is  active  on  sev¬ 
eral  committees. 

"Gennie  has  been  the  office  secretary  for  the  Inverness  Chamber  of  Commerce  for 
nearly  three  years,  where  she  is  still  active.  She  has  been  personally  responsible, 
through  her  position  as  Chamber  of  Commerce  secretary  and  garden  club  official,  in 
organizing  and  setting  up  a  system  of  maintaining  the  parks,  church  lawns,  and  all 
other  places  in  the  town  that  require  maintenance.  Through  her  efforts  in  these  posi¬ 
tions  she  has  been  able  to  gain  the  cooperation  of  the  Town  Board  to  achieve  her  im¬ 
provements." 

(1)  Will  Alexander  Price,  Jr. ,  Inverness,  Mississippi,  only  child  of  Will  Alexander 
Price  and  Odene  Latham  Price,  was  born  March  7,  1932,  in  Inverness,  Mississippi. 
He  attended  the  Baylor  School,  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  1948-1951,  and  Mississippi 
State  University,  Starkville,  Mississippi,  1951-1953.  He  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Club,  Rotary  Club,  and  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Rotary 
Club  of  Inverness  and  as  assistant  Sunday  School  Superintendent  of  Inverness  Baptist 
Church.  After  managing  his  father’s  plantation  for  several  years,  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Bob  Shaw  Pedigreed  Seed  Company  of  Indianola,  Miss.,  as  sales  manager. 
He  is  now  with  Ark-Mo  Plant  Food  Company,  a  subsidiary  of  Spencer  Chemical  Com¬ 
pany.  After  making  Inverness  home  for  thirty-one  years,  this  job  necessitated  mov¬ 
ing  to  Wynn,  Arkansas,  in  August  1963. 

Bill  Price,  Jr.,  married  Rosemary  Jarratt  December  29,  1953,  in  the  Methodist 
church  at  Greenville,  Mississippi.  She  was  born  in  Greenville  on  February  26,  1933. 
She  graduated  from  Greenville  High  School  in  June  of  1951.  In  high  school  Rosemary 
was  a  cheerleader,  president  of  Y-teens,  a  member  of  the  homecoming  court  during 
her  junior  and  senior  years,  a  member  of  the  Thespian  Society  and  the  National 
Honor  Society.  She  also  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Greenville  Cotillion  Club.  After 
the  birth  of  their  first  child,  she  joined  the  Inverness  Baptist  Church  and  was  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Intermediate  Department  of  the  Sunday  School,  an  Intermediate 
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Training  Union  leader,  and  a  circle  chairman  in  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society. 

Billy  and  Rosemary  had  two  children:  (1)  William  Alexander  Price  III,  called 
Alex,  and  (2)  James  Jarraratt  Price,  called  Jarratt. 

(a)  Alex  was  born  December  20,  1954,  and  lived  a  full  life  before  his  untimely 
death  January  21,  1963.  The  1963  Inverness  School  has  an  “In  Memoriam”  page 
for  Alex  with  the  following  inscription  under  his  picture  which  certainly  expresses 
what  everyone  felt: 

“We  shall  always  remember  Alex  for  his  happy  smile  and  his  enthusiasm  for 
everything  he  did;  his  kindness  toward  his  playmates.  Those  who  had  the 
pleasure  of  knowing  Alex  will  never  forget  him.” 

(b)  James  Jarratt  was  born  January  23,  1958.  He  is  named  for  his  maternal 
grandfather. 

Billy  and  Rosemary  have  now  joined  the  Wynn  Baptist  Church  and  have  entered 
into  full  activity  of  the  church  work. 

B.  Julia  Myrtis  Price  Tolar,  Inverness,  Mississippi,  was  born  March  14,  1907. 
She  graduated  from  Inverness  High  School  and  attended  Hillman  College  in  Clinton, 
Mississippi,  in  1925.  She  received  the  F.  A.  and  B.  A.  degrees  from  Mississippi 
Woman’s  College,  Hattiesburg,  Mississippi,  in  1927.  In  her  home  town  she  has 
been  an  active  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  its  auxiliaries.  She  was  president 
of  the  W.  M.  U.  for  twelve  years.  Other  organizations  to  which  she  belonged  in¬ 
clude  P.  T.  A.,  Woman’s  Club,  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  and  Indianola  Country  Club. 

Myrtis  married  Noel  Kennedy  Toler,  June  6,  1929.  He  was  born  in  Gloster, 
Mississippi,  March  9,  1904.  He  graduated  from  Sunflower  Agricultural  High  School 
and  attended  Mississippi  College  for  three  years  where  he  was  outstanding  in  foot¬ 
ball.  He  is  a  gas  and  oil  wholesale  and  retail  dealer  in  Inverness,  Mississippi.  He 
is  a  member  and  deacon  of  the  Inverness  Baptist  Church,  a  member  of  the  city  school 
board  of  trustees,  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Rotary  Club,  Indianola  Country  Club,  and 
the  Town  Beautification  Committee.  Julia  Myrtis  Price  and  Noel  Kennedy  Toler 
have  two  children:  (1)  Noel  Kennedy  Toler,  Jr.,  and  (2)  William  Price  Toler.  Noel 
Kennedy  Toler  was  elected  supervisor  of  Beat  1,  Sunflower  County,  in  1960  and  again 
in  1963.

He  graduated  from  Southern  Dental  College,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  in  1909  and 
practiced  dentistry  in  Gulfport,  Mississippi,  Marked  Tree,  Arkansas,  and  Truman, 
Arkansas.  He  was  married  November  28,  1912,  to  Myrtle  Anderson  who  was  born  in 
Portia,  Arkansas,  December  6,  1892.  To  them  were  born  three  children:  (1)  Robert 
Harris,  Jr.,  (2)  Gwendolyn,  and  (3)  Percy  Alexander  (called  Pat).  Dr.  R.  H.  Price 
passed  away  December  3,  1930.  A  year  or  two  after  the  death  of  her  husband  Mrs. 
Price  moved  with  her  children  to  Memphis  to  secure  better  opportunities  for  all. 
They  have  made  Memphis  their  home  ever  since  then. 

In  her  new  home  Mrs.  Price  brought  her  culinary  art  into  use  for  others  besides 
her  family.  Cooking  being  her  hobby  she  took  a  large  house  in  the  area  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Tennessee  School  of  Medicine  and  for  a  while  accommodated  with  her 
board  and  lodging  a  number  of  students  who  seemed  to  enjoy  her  wonderful  meals. 
Mrs.  Price  is  a  member  of  Willow  Road  Baptist  Church,  Memphis,  Tennessee. 

A.  Robert  Harris  Price,  Jr.,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  was  born  September  7,  1914. 
He  graduated  from  Memphis  Central  High  School  in  1932  and  attended  Memphis 
i  State  College.  Soon  after  this  period  Bob  went  to  work  in  a  car  body  shop;  then, 
blessed  with  a  happy  marriage  to  Louise  Marlow  of  Truman,  Arkansas,  on  June  17, 
1939,  he  worked  harder  than  ever.  Louise  was,  with  Bob,  an  active  member  of  Central 
Baptist  Church.  Bob  was  a  deacon  there,  and  Louise  took  a  teaching  service  in  the 
Sunday  School  and  led  Bible  study  courses  in  Memphis.  In  a  few  years  Bob  owned 
the  paint  and  body  shop  and  also  a  used  car  lot  and  a  radio  shop. 

Bob  has  always  had  a  knack  for  selling,  so  in  1945  he  went  into  the  funeral 
coach  and  ambulance  business.  The  first  ones  he  sold  were  Meteors;  when  Meteor 
and  Miller  merged,  he  began  selling  Miller-Meteors.  He  has  never  sold  professional 
coaches  for  any  other  company.

Instead  of  taking  the  trip  that  the  company  had  plan¬ 
ned,  he  received  the  $1,500  and  with  Louise  and  Bobby,  Jr.,  he  went  to  Hawaii  with 
a  group  from  his  church.  Bob  Price  has  been  very  active  in  helping  to  build  the  Willow 
Park  Baptist  Church,  4815  Willow  Road,  Memphis,  Tennessee.  This  church  started 
from  a  small  group  that  began  by  meeting  in  homes  on  Sundays.  He  hopes  to  see 
this  grow  into  a  Christian  school.  He  feels  that  this  is  one  thing  that  means  some¬ 
thing  in  his  life. 

He  has  bought  a  worn-out  cotton  farm  “The  Triple  P“  forty-five  miles  east  of 
Memphis  at  Grand  Junction,  Tennessee,  and  is  now  in  process  of  converting  it 
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into  a  cattle  ranch.  He  is  happier  at  this  than  anything  he  has  yet  done  in  his  bus¬ 
iness  life. 

In  1962  Bob  sold  his  Miller  Meteor  distributorship  and  in  appreciation  for  what 
Bob  had  meant  to  the  company  they  staged  a  program  entitled  "This  is  Your  Life, 
Bob  Price"  honoring  the  most  outstanding  service  any  distributor  has  ever  given  to 
Miller-Meteor  Division,  Divco  Wayne  Corporation.  This  program  was  put  on  at  the 
annual  national  sales  meeting,  Wednesday,  October  3,  1962,  in  Piqua,  Ohio.  At 
this  meeting  he  was  presented  a  plaque  which  was  inscribed  as  follows: 

"Presented  to  Robert  H.  Price,  Eighteen  years  of  continued  service  and  outstand¬ 
ing  sales  performance."  Miller-Meteor  Division,  Divco  Wayne  Corporation,  Octo¬ 
ber  1962. 

To  his  family  was  given  an  oil  portrait  of  Bob  done  by  the  nationally  and  inter¬ 
nationally  known  artist  Esther  Nussbaum. 

Quoted  here  are  a  few  remarks  that  the  master  of  ceremonies  made  while  un¬ 
folding  Bob’s  life  on  this  program. 

"Your  wife  and  mother  flew  up  here  from  their  home  in  Memphis.  You  didn’t 
expect  that  did  you,  Bob?" 

"Your  father  died  when  you  were  sixteen.  He  had  told  you  that  if  he  died  you’d 
have  to  be  the  man  of  the  house.  You  changed  quickly  from  a  happy-go-lucky  school 
boy  to  an  adult  and  began  to  take  heavy  responsibilities  right  away." 

Mr.  Kessler,  Vice  President  of  the  Commerce  and  Industrial  Bank  of  Memphis 
says,  "I’ve  been  in  banking  for  25  years  and  in  all  this  time  Bob  Price  is  the  only 
man  of  whom  I  could  truthfully  say,  Td  just  as  soon  have  his  word  as  his  check. 
I've  noticed  that  THINGS  don’t  amount  to  much  with  Bob.  It’s  PEOPLE  who  count 
with  him.  "

Marlow  Price.  Boats  and  deep  sea  fishing  are  his  hobbies.  Bob  is  a  Mason.

He  attended  the  Memphis  Germantown  school  and  graduated  from  Harding  Academy 
in  Memphis.  Bobbie  liked  art  and  hoped  to  use  his  talent  in  mechanical  drawing. 
He  won  the  trophy  for  the  best  remodeled  car  by  owner  at  the  Memphis  Fair  Grounds 
in  1958.  His  car  was  a  1928  Ford.  He  studied  at  Mississippi  State  University, 
Starkville,  Mississippi,  in  1960-1961.

They  were  charter  members  of  the  D'Lo  Baptist  Church,  he  going  in 
as  a  deacon.  He  was  a  prosperous  farmer  with  interests  in  other  enterprises.  A 
few  years  before  he  died,  Mr.  Kennedy  sustained  an  injury  which  curtailed  his  acti- 
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vity  to  a  certain  degree,  but  he  lost  none  of  his  business  acumen  and  continued  on 
crutches  to  carry  on  his  affairs  in  a  competent  manner.  He  passed  away  August 
11,  1929.  Mrs.  Kennedy  lived  on  in  the  home  and  in  a  limited  way  operated  the 
farm.  She  and  their  house  became  known  for  the  beautiful  rows  of  white  Narcis¬ 
sus  and  wide  beds  of  red  spider  1  ill ies  with  the  avenue  of  deep  pink  mimosa  trees 
that  she  planted  and  tended  in  front  of  her  house.  Hundreds  of  strong  young  scions 
put  out  from  these  trees  which  she  gladly  gave  to  all  who  asked  for  them.  While 
visiting  in  the  home  of  her  daughter  and  son-in-law,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  S.  D.  Gardner, 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  Margaret  Annie  Price  Kennedy  died  in  her  sleep  October  28, 
1958.  Her  remains  were  brought  to  D’Lo,  Mississippi,  for  burial  in  the  family 
cemetery  lot.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Billy  Kennedy  had  five  children:  (A)  Clemantis  Inez, 
(B)  Ruby,  (C)  Karon  Ann,  (D)  Will  Alexander,  and  (E)  Joseph  Edgar.

She  graduated  from  D’Lo  High  School  and  received  a  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Arts  degree  from  Woman’s  College  (now  William  Carey  College)  in  Hatties¬ 
burg,  Mississippi,  taking  a  home  economics  major.  She  taught  dietetics  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  T.  B.  Hospital  and  the  Medical  School,  Richmond,  Virginia.  She  married 
Dr.  Shockley  DeWitt  Gardner  of  Virginia.  He  graduated  from  Medical  College, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  and  is  a  practicing  physician  inRichmond.  They  have  one  son, 
Shockley  DeWitt,  Jr. 

(1)  Shockley  DeWitt,  Jr.,  called  “Happy,”  was  born  October  12,  1938.  He 
graduated  from  Christopher  High  School  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  1958.  He  won 
the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  Rodeo  Safe  Driving  Contest  in  Virginia  in  1958. 
Happy  is  a  fine  young  man.  He  graduated  from  Wake  Forest  College,  Winston 
Salem,  North  Carolina,  in  June  1963  and  is  now  a  student  at  the  University  of  Rich¬ 
mond  Law  School.

C.  Karon  Ann  Kennedy  Davenport,  Richmond,  Virginia,  was  born  March  20, 
1907,  in  D'Lo,  Mississippi.  She  graduated  from  D'Lo  High  School  and  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Woman's  College  (now  William  Carey  College)  in 
Hattiesburg,  Mississippi,  in  1928.  She  studied  at  Columbia  University  during  the 
summer  of  1936,  at  Texas  University  in  1940-1941,  and  at  Richmond  Professional 
Institute  1944-1946.  Before  marriage,  and  for  a  while  afterwards,  she  was  engaged 
as  a  teacher  and  as  a  school  social  worker.  She  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Richmond,  Virginia.  She  married  Harris  Burress  Davenport,  Jr.,  June  16, 
1951.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  served  in  the  United  States 
Air  Force  for  three  years  during  World  War  II  and  engaged  in  battles  in  France,  Bel¬ 
gium,  the  Rhine,  and  the  Bulge.

Will 
and  Polly  Kennedy  have  three  children.  (1)  William  Nickerson  (Nicky)  Kennedy  was 
born  February  17,  1947.  (2)  Alex  Price  Kennedy  was  born  August  23,  1949.  (3) 

Timothy  Warren  (Tim)  Kennedy  was  born  October  18,  1952. 

Will  Alex  Kennedy  finished  his  work  in  the  summer  of  1962  on  four  large  indus¬ 
trial  plants  at  Rosario,  Argentina,  for  Imperial  Chemicals,  Inc.,  of  London,  England. 
He  was  in  Argentina  three  and  one-half  years.  Most  of  the  time  his  family  was 
with  him.  Last  fall  (1962)  he  came  to  their  home  at  Dennis  Port,  Cape  Cod,  Mass¬ 
achusetts,  on  his  vacation  and  to  get  his  family.  Will  flew  to  Richmond,  Ed  came 
from  Nashville,  and  the  four  Kennedys  had  a  four  days’  reunion  at  Shock’s  and  Cle- 
mantis’  and  at  Karon’s  and  Harris’.  Will  looked  better  than  he  has  since  World 
War  II.  He  is  with  H.  K.  Ferguson  Company,  Limited,  Paseo  Calon,  285  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentina.  Their  home  address  is  Diaz  Velez  1340,  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina. 
Polly  is  teaching  fifth  grade  in  the  American  School  and  likes  it.  It  gives  her  some¬ 
thing  to  do  while  all  the  MEN  folk  are  gone.  They  have  a  full-time  cook  for  $15 
a  month,  a  full-time  yard  and  handy  man  for  $15  a  month,  but  they  pay  $275  to 
$300  a  month  for  the  mansion  they  live  in.  It  is  a  gorgeous  place  with  all  kinds  of 
fruit  trees,  citrus,  bananas,  and  a  lovely  vineyard,  plus  swimming  pool  and  all 
other  luxuries  of  the  once  wealthy  who  had  to  move  out  because  of  inflation.  They 
live  in  cheaper  places  and  rent  their  homes. 

E.  Joseph  Edgar  Kennedy,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  was  born  March  9,  1912, 
at  D'Lo,  Mississippi.  He  graduated  from  D’Lo  High  School  as  Valedictorian  of 
the  class  of  1929  and  from  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1933  in  the  upper  ten  of 
his  class.  He  is  now  Managing  Director  of  the  Hardwood  Dimension  Manufac¬ 
turers  Association,  Nashville,  Tennessee.  He  was  formerly  a  public  accountant 
and  tax  expert,  and  economic  advisor  to  the  War  Labor  Board,  and  a  secretary  of 
the  Southern  Furniture  Manufacturers  Association.  He  has  written  numerous  articles 
for  the  Magazine  TRADE  PROMOTION  FOR  OUR  INDUSTRY.  His  membership  is 
in  the  Delta  Chi  social  fraternity,  Delta  Sigma  Pi  honorary  scholastic  fraternity, 
Kiwanis  and  Toastmasters  clubs.  He  married  Helen  Moore  Gallaspy  of  Union, 
Mississippi,  February  26,  1938.  She  attended  Blue  Mountain  College,  Blue  Mountain, 
Mississippi,  and  Louisiana  State  University,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  She  is  a  tal¬ 
ented  pianist  and  an  expert  in  flower  growing.  They  have  one  child,  Karon  Ann 
Kennedy.

He  has  just  completed  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Lumber  Manufacturers  Association  for 
three  consecutive  one-year  terms.  Edgar  appears  as  feature  speaker  on  various 
annual  programs  of  groups  in  the  furniture  and  woodworking  industries.  At  present, 
Helen  Kennedy  is  chairman  of  the  Grounds  Committee  of  Woodmont  Baptist  Church 
and  last  year  won  honors  from  the  City  Beautiful  Commission  for  having  the  most 
beautiful  landscaped  grounds  and  gardens  of  all  Nashville  churches. 

The  home  gardens  of  Mrs.  J.  Edgar  Kennedy  are  listed  in  the  Year  Book  of 
Tennessee  Garden  Clubs  as  one  of  two  gardens  in  Nashville  that  are  a  must  for 
visitors  and  travelers  to  see  (1962).  Also,  in  Beautiful  Gardens  of  America,  the 
garden  of  Mrs.  J.  Edgar  Kennedy  is  listed  as  one  of  the  most  colorful,  beautiful 
and  artistically  arranged  gardens  in  Tennessee.  Edgar  says,  "We  don’t  know  how 
our  garden  became  listed  in  these  two  books,  and  we  don't  think  it  deserves  such 
rave^,  but  most  who  see  it  in  April  and  May  seem  to  think  it  does  deserve  this 
praise  and  more.’’  Joseph  Edgar  Kennedy  is  listed  in  Who’s  Who  In  America. 

(1)  Karon  Ann  Kennedy  was  born  November  18, 1945,  in  High  Point,  North  Caroli¬ 
na.  In  1963  Kay  is  a  junior  in  Hillsboro  High  School  in  Nashville.  She  is  very  active 
in  church,  school,  and  social  activities.  Site  is  a  member  of  Kappa  Delta  Theta  high 
school  sorority.  She  works  in  the  social  and  welfare  iields  of  endeavor.  Site  is  an  A 
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and  B  student.  She  loves  reading,  writing,  swimming,  horseback  riding,  basketball, 
and  cheer  leading. 

VII.  Rosa  Lee  Price  Paschal,  was  born  January  14,  1885,  near  Cato,  Missis¬ 
sippi.  She  attended  Eureka  School  near  her  home,  and  from  1902  to  1905  she  was 
a  student  in  Blue  Mountain  College,  Blue  Mountain,  Mississippi.  The  next  year 
she  taught  in  the  Primary  Department  of  D'Lo  School,  D'Lo,  Mississippi.  In  the 
early  morning  of  May  20,  1906,  Rosa  Lee  Price  and  John  Jones  Paschal,  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  friends  and  relatives,  on  the  rocks  by  the  rapids  in  Strong  River  near  D'Lo, 
Mississippi,  were  united  in  marriage  by  their  pastor,  the  Reverend  Charles  C. 
Welch.  The  groom  was  born  March  21,  1878,  in  Thomson,  Georgia,  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  public  and  private  schools  of  the  town.  On  September 
1,  1906,  they  moved  from  D’Lo,  Mississippi,  to  the  Rocky  Creek  Community  near 
Lucedale,  Mississippi,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business.  Their  three 
children,  (A)  Valentine,  (B)  Price,  and  (C)  Rosalie,  were  born  there.  In  1911  they 
moved  to  southeast  Georgia  near  Woodbine,  Camden  County,  on  the  Sat  ilia  River. 
Here  John  Paschal  became  secretary-treasurer  and  manager  of  the  Refuge  Lumber 
Company.  Much  of  the  mill’s  lumber  was  shipped  by  ocean  going  vessels.  In 
1922  they  moved  to  Union,  Mississippi,  where  they  resided  one  year  before  moving 
to  Walnut  Grove,  in  Leake  County,  Mississippi.  In  Walnut  Grove,  Mr.  Paschal  was 
president  and  manager  of  the  J.  J.  Paschal  Lumber  Company,  until  1944  when  he 
retired.  In  Walnut  Grove,  John  and  Rosa  Paschal  engaged  in  numerous  civic  and 
religious  activities,  including  their  work  together  on  two  Baptist  church  building  com¬ 
mittees.  The  first  church  was  built  in  1925.  It  burned  in  1937  and  was  replaced  by 
the  brick  building  now  standing.  John  Paschal  was  a  deacon,  treasurer,  and  Sun¬ 
day  School  superintendent  in  the  Walnut  Grove  Baptist  Church  for  many  years.  He 
was  a  trustee  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Jackson,  Mississippi;  a  Mason;  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  lumbermen’s  organizations,  and  a  director  of  Southern  Pine  Association. 
Rosa  Paschal  taught  a  Sunday  School  class  and  worked  in  other  capacities  in  the 
local  church  and  in  the  Leake  County  Baptist  Association.  She  wrote  the  histori¬ 
cal  pageant  that  was  presented  in  observing  the  Leake  County  Centennial  celebra¬ 
tion  in  Carthage,  Mississippi,  in  1933.  From  1941  to  1945  she  was  chairman  of 
War  Loan  Drives  in  Leake  County,  Mississippi,  and  received  a  United  States  Treas¬ 
ury  award  for  loyal  and  patriotic  service  to  the  War  Finance  Program.  A  pleasant 
pastime  of  hers  is  embroidering  murals,  knitting,  and  crocheting. 

With  her  husband,  she  gave  the  land  on  which  the  Leake  County  Negro  Agricul¬ 
tural  High  School  is  located,  helped  promote  its  establishment,  and  was  a  trustee 
of  that  school  for  a  number  of  years.  She  believes  there  should  be  separate  schools 
for  White  and  Colored  pupils.  She  was  a  trustee  of  Blue  Mountain  College  for  six 
years  and  president  of  the  Hinds  County  Chapter  of  Blue  Mountain  College  Alumnae 
Association  one  year.  After  she  and  her  husband  moved  to  Jackson  in  1950,  they 
became  members  of  the  Northside  Baptist  Church  where  he  was  a  deacon  and  served 
on  different  committees,  and  she  continued  to  teach  an  adult  Sunday  School  class 
and  to  work  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Later  she  was  awarded  the  Sunday 
School  Worker’s  Master  Diploma.  On  March  12,  1963,  Mrs.  John  J.  Paschal  com¬ 
pleted  the  prescribed  diploma  requirements  of  the  church  study  course  promoted  by 
the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  was  awarded  the 
Cliristian  Training  Diploma,  the  Approved  Workman’s  Diploma,  the  Master  Work¬ 
man’s  Diploma,  the  Distinguished  Workman's  Diploma,  and  the  Special  Citation 
Diploma  presented  by  Woodland  Hills  Baptist  Church,  (formerly  Northside  Baptist 
Church),  Jackson,  Mississippi,  where  she  is  the  T.  E.  L.  Sunday  School  Class 
teacher.

In  1927  she  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  and  a  diploma  in  Speech  Arts  from  Blue  Mountain  College, 
Blue  Mountain,  Mississippi.  The  following  year  she  taught  expression  at  Hulbert 
High  School  in  Crittenden  County,  Arkansas.  The  summer  of  1929  found  her  study¬ 
ing  in  the  American  Academy  of  Dramatic  Arts  in  New  York.  In  1928-1929  she 
taught  expression  in  Walnut  Grove  and  Carthage,  Mississippi.  On  November  15, 
1930,  she  and  James  Howard  Curlin  of  Marion,  Arkansas,  were  married  by  the 
Reverend  G.  O.  Parker  in  the  home  of  her  parents  at  Walnut  Grove,  Mississippi. 
In  Marion,  Arkansas,  Valentine  Paschal  Curlin  became  a  member  of  Marion  Baptist 
Church,  Woman’s  Civic  Club,  Parent  Teachers  Association,  Red  Cross,  and  other 
organizations.  She  coached  the  Marion  High  School  plays  for  a  number  of  years. 
In  the  Marion  Baptist  Church  she  has  been  a  member  of  the  choir  and  all  of  the 
auxiliaries  of  the  church.  She  has  served  as  a  Sunday  School  teacher  and  teacher 
of  the  Bible  in  different  groups  in  Marion  and  Memphis.  In  1954  she  graduated 
from  Mid  South  Bible  School,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  with  honors.

He  was  the  son  of  Valentine  Curlin  and  Sarah  Ann 
Dickens  Curlin;  the  son  of  William  Hugh  Curlin  and  Carolyn  Miles  Curlin;  the  son 
of  Frank  and  Dolly  Curlin.  Sarah  Ann  Dickens  Curlin’ s  parents  were  Mathew  Richard 
Dickens  and  Martha  Ann  Clift  Dickens  whose  parents  were  Bradford  Bradley  Dickens 
and  Nancey  Elizabeth  Jarrell.  Martha  Ann  Clift’s  parents  were  Barney  Clift  and  Elsie 
Clift.  He  received  his  education  in  the  Bolivar  High  School.  He  served  as  Regi¬ 
mental  Sergeant  Major  in  World  War  I  from  October  1917  until  he  received  an  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  December  4,  1918.

James  Howard  Curlin,  Jr.,  graduated  from  the  University  of  Tennessee  College 
of  Dentistry,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  June  15,  1959,  with  a  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
degree.  He  was  inducted  into  the  United  States  Army  Dental  Corps  at  Fort  Bliss, 
El  Paso,  Texas,  June  15,  1959.  He  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  captain  July  3,

Right  after  Price  s  fifth  birthday  he  wanted  to  build  a  concrete  road  to  the  mill 
and  John  Taylor  first  agreed  to  help  him.  Later  he  left  the  job  and  came  into  the 
house  to  talk  about  it  to  his  mother.  Soon  Price  came  in  and  said,  "It's  all  right 
noJ;  J°hn  Taylor-  I’ve  got  Somebody  to  help  me."

David  Carlisle  Hull,  was  professor  of  Industrial  Education  and  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Industrial  Education.  James  Roger  Hull's  paternal  grandparents  were  Reverend 
William  B.  Hull  and  Martha  E.  Carlisle  Hull.  His  maternal  grandparents  were  Dr. 
James  Cook  Wilson  and  Elizabeth  Davis  Wilson.  Roger's  mother  was  Madge  Cook 
Wilson  Hull. 

Roger  Hull  was  in  high  school  and  college  at  Starkville  in  1922-1925  at  the  time 
his  lather  was  president  of  A.  &  M.  College.  In  1925  he  transferred  to  Kentucky 
Wesleyan  College,  Winchester,  Kentucky,  where  his  father  had  been  elected  to  the 
presidency.  Roger  graduated  from  Kentucky  Wesleyan  College  in  June  1928.  His 
father  died  in  August  of  the  same  year.

After  graduating  from  high  school  in  Darien,  Connecticut  In  1955,  he  entered  Amherst 
College,  Amherst,  Massachusetts.  He  spent  the  summer  of  1954  in  Europe  as  an 
American  Field  Service  student;  tlie  summer  of  1956  in  the  Platoon  Leader  Class  of 
the  United  States  Marine  Corps  at  Quantico,  Virginia;  the  summer  of  1957  in  the 
Far  East  with  some  time  in  India  with  his  uncle,  Wilson  Hull,  some  time  in  Hong 
Kong,  and  six  weeks  as  a  worker  in  a  Christian  youth  camp  in  Japan.  In  the  summer 
of  1958  Roger  completed  his  basic  Marine  training.

(2)  Rosemary  Hull  was  born  November  27,  1938,  in  Bronxville,  New  York.  In 
1956  she  graduated  from  Darien  High  School  and  was  voted  the  most  popular  girl 
in  her  senior  class.  She  entered  Blue  Mountain  College,  Blue  Mountain,  Mississippi, 
in  the  fall  of  1956  with  Home  Economics  as  a  major.  She  was  a  member  of  one 
of  the  college  quartets  which  received  invitations  to  sing  in  many  church  and  re¬ 
ligious  meetings  over  the  state.  Rosemary  was  vice  president  of  the  sophomore 
class,  president  of  the  junior  class,  a  member  of  the  Euzelian  Society  and  was 
crowned  Queen  Euzelia  on  Friday,  September  12, 1958,  in  Broach  Hall;  she  represent¬ 
ed  swimming  on  the  Athletic  Council.  In  the  summer  of  1958  she  was  with  the  Tyler 
Tours  on  a  trip  to  Europe.  The  military  disturbance  in  the  Middle  East  prevented 
their  going  into  the  Holy  Land  as  was  originally  planned. 

In  May  1960  Rosemary  Hull  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major  in 
Home  Economics  and  a  minor  in  Bible.  She  was  elected  to  Who’s  Who  in  American

hood  Education  and  taught  for  three  periods  of  time  in  a  private  school,  third  grade 
in  the  Riverside  Church  Nursery,  and  in  a  Spanish  Harlem  public  school  kinder¬ 
garten.

While  a  student  at  Wheaton  College,  Elizabeth  served  as  president 
of  her  dormitory;  managing  editor  of  The  Tower,  the  campus  yearbook;  staff  editor 
for  The  Record,  campus  weekly;  president  of  Thalians  Senior  Society;  and  served 
on  the  conduct  committee  of  the  Student  Council.  She  was  elected  to  the  Wheaton 
College  Scholastic  Honor  Society. 

VIII.  Florence  Jackson  Price  was  born  April  3,  1887,  near  Cato,  Mississippi. 
She  was  educated  at  nearby  Eureka  School,  D'Lo  High  School,  and  Blue  Mountain 
College.  She  passed  away  after  a  short  illness  September  7,  1906,  and  was  buried 
in  the  D’Lo  cemetery. 

LX.  Carolyn  Lee  Price  Gates  was  born  May  27,  1889,  near  Cato,  Mississippi. 
She  attended  the  Eureka  School  and  later  Blue  Mountain  College,  Blue  Mountain, 
Mississippi,  for  one  year.  She  went  tliree  years  to  Radnor  College,  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  and  finished  in  1910.  She  taught  school  in  Mississippi  and  Georgia 
for  a  number  of  years.  She  married  John  Virgil  Gates  in  September  of  1918  at  Johns, 
Mississippi,  where  they  made  their  home  for  a  number  of  years.  They  had  two 
children  born  in  Johns:  (1)  Jack  Virgil  and  (2)  Helen.  The  family  moved  to  Poteet, 
Texas,  in  1924.  There  she  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  Poteet  Baptist  Church, 
the  Parent  Teacher  Association,  and  the  Red  Cross.  She  was  an  accomplished  needle 
worker  and  did  oil  painting.  Carrie  died  in  her  sleep  the  night  of  February  28,  1953. 
She  was  interred  in  Mission  Burial  Park,  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

John  Virgil  Gates  was  born  in  Johns,  Mississippi,  March  10,  1891.  He  attended 
small  country  schools,  and  after  his  father’s  death  he  worked  the  farm  and  taught 
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himself  English,  mathematics,  Latin  and  other  courses.  Later  he  taught  school  a 
few  years.  He  was  a  merchant-farmer  in  Johns,  Mississippi.  In  Poteet,  rJ  exas,  he 
engaged  in  the  business  of  cattle  raising  on  his  Barzee  Ranch.  John  Virgil  Gates 
is  internationally  known  as  a  breeder  of  Gentle  Brahman  cattle  and  “lias  built  a 
herd  with  naturally  gentle  dispositions  that  has  no  equal  in  the.  world.”  (Quoted 
from  Barzee  Brahmans,  Poteet,  Texas  )  The  Barzee  Ranch  lias  had  visitors  from 
most  parts  of  the  globe,  including  South  West  Africa,  and  most  of  the  South  and 
Central  American  countries,  Cuba,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Panama,  and  others. 
His  Barzee  cattle  have  been  sold  in  twenty  states  and  numerous  foreign  countries, 
75  or  80  bulls  going  to  Venezuela  alone.  Mr.  Gates  loaned  some  of  his  Barzee 
cattle  for  two  years  for  extensive  research  work  at  the  University  of  Missouri  for 
the  United  States  Government.  Some  of  the  results  are  in  a  published  bulletin. 
Mr.  Gates  is  a  member  of  the  Cattlemen’s  Association,  the  Poteet  City  Council  and 
the  Rotary  Club.  He  is  a  steward  and  a  Sunday  School  teacher  in  the  Methodist 
Church  of  Poteet. 

A.  Jack  Virgil  Gates,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  was  born  June  22,  1920,  in  Johns, 
Mississippi.  He  attended  Texas  College  of  Arts  and  Industries  in  1937-1940.  He 
then  took  a  course  in  business  administration.  He  served  in  the  Pacific  area  in 
World  War  II.  He  retained  his  captaincy  in  the  United  States  Reserve.  He  is  a 
Shriner,  is  on  the  board  of  directors  and  a  vice  president  of  the  San  Antonio  Exec¬ 
utive  Association,  is  an  active  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Rotary 
and  Toast  Masters  clubs  of  San  Antonio.  He  is  a  deacon  in  the  Trinity  Baptist 
Church  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  and  superintendent  of  the  Adult  III  Sunday  School 
Department  there.  He  is  the  sole  owner  of  the  J.  Ross  Boles  Company,  Inc.,  of 
San  Antonio.  Jack  Gates  married  Gladys  Mae  Morgan  of  Greyson  County,  Texas, 
May  19,  1947.  She  attended  Forest  Avenue  High  School,  Felt  and  Tarrant  Comp¬ 
tometer  School,  and  Southern  Methodist  University  night  school.  She  was  a  book¬ 
keeper  and  office  manager  for  several  years  before  her  marriage.  Jack,  Glad)s,  and 
all  the  children  belong  to  Trinity  Baptist  Church,  which  has  a  membership  of  four 
thousand.  They  have  three  children.  (1)  Carolyn  Lee  was  born  March  9,  1949. 
She  is  very  talented  in  piano  and  even  at  nine  plays  for  Sunday  School  sometimes.

MARGARET  CAROLYN  PRICE  WOMACK  AND 
JOHN  ALBERT  WOMACK  AND 
THEIR  DESCENDANTS 

MARGARET  (MAGGIE)  CAROLYN  PRICE  was  born  January  4,  1856,  a  twin  to 
Elizabeth  Jane  Price.  After  her  young  wartime  experiences  in  North  Carolina,  she 
came  to  Mississippi  with  her  parents  and  grew  to  young  womanhood  in  the  central 
part  of  the  state.  She  married  John  Albert  Womack,  fifth  child  of  Richard  R.  Womack 
and  Dicey  Jane  Hughes  Womack.  He  wa's  born  June  18,  1856,  in  Simpson  County. 
They  continued  to  live  in  Simpson  and  Hinds  counties  where  he  was  engaged  in  the 
operation  of  a  gin  and  in  the  mercantile  business.  Mr.  Womack  died  in  Bovina  in 
May  1888.  He  is  buried  in  Bovina. 

To  this  union  were  born  five  children:  (1)  Ella  Elizabeth,  (2)  Charles  Anselm 
(who  died  at  2),  (3)  Lillie  Belle  (who  died  at  6),  (4)  Maudie  Mae  (who  died  at  6 
months),  (5)  Wilhelmina  Albert.  After  the  death  of  John  Womack,  the  health  of 
his  wife,  Maggie,  become  so  impaired  that  she  was  forced  to  give  up  housekeeping 
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for  a  while  and  take  up  residence  in  the  homes  of  her  brothers  and  their  families 
where  she  was  always  lovingly  welcomed.  In  her  wisdom  she  gave  good  counsel 
and  in  her  abilities  in  cookery  and  needle  work  she  was  of  great  help  to  every  family 
whom  she  visited.  Later  on  Mrs.  Womack  lived  continuously  with  her  brother  and 
his  wife,  James  Franklin  Price  and  Carolyn  Price,  in  their  home,  the  Price  House 
Hotel,  Jackson,  Mississippi.  Her  last  years  were  spent  in  rite  home  of  her  daughter 
Ella  and  son-in-law  Edgar  Eugene  Ferguson..  She  died  March  20,  1937,  at  the  home 
of  her  granddaughter  Juanita  and  her  husband  Dr.  John  William  Roy  Norton,  Raleigh. 
North  Carolina.  She  was  buried  in  Cedar  Lawn  Cemetery  in  Jackson,  Mississippi. 

I.  Ella  Elizabeth  Womack  was  born  September  27,  1880,  at  Mendenhall,  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  She  grew  up  in  Jackson  as  one  of  the  family  in  the  home  of  lie:  uncle 
and  aunt,  James  Franklin  and  Carolyn  Gasque  Price,  at  the  Price  House  in  Jackson, 
Mississippi.  Ella  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Jackson  and  in  St.  Joseph's 
Convent  school  in  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana."  She  made  visits  each  summer  t-o  the 
home  of  her  Uncle  Alex  Price,  twelve  miles  south  of  Brandon  in  the  Cato  community. 
These  periods  were  gay  and  happy  ones  with  this  household  and  were  especially  en¬ 
joyed  by  the  Price  boys  and  girls  of  near  her  age  and  the  young  people  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  For  a  number  of  years  Ella  worked  as  a  sales  clerk  for  Bower  Brothers  and 
Dickson  whose  mercantile  firm  was  located  on  the  opposite  corner  from  the  Price 
House  on  Pearl  and  President  streets.  On  April  3,  1904.  Ella  Elizabeth  Womack  and 
Edgar  Eugene  Ferguson  were  married.  He  was  born  March  15,  1874,  in  Pclahatchie. 
Mississippi,  the  son  of  James  Ferguson  and  Flora  Rhodes  Ferguson.  His  earliest 
occupations  in  his  home  town  were  as  a  bookkeeper  and  as  a  telegraph  operator 
for  the  Alabama  and  Vicksburg  Railroad.  After  his  move  to  Jackson,  Mississippi, 
he  became  associated  with  the  Gulf  Cotton  Compress  Company  where  his  interests 
continued  until  his  state  of  health  compelled  him  to  retire. 

Mn  and  Mrs.  Ferguson  were  members  of  Galloway  Methodist  Church.  They  had 
one  child,  Juanita  Harris  Ferguson.  Edgar  Eugene  Ferguson  died  November  23,  1959, 

at  their  home  at  131  South  Prentiss  Street,  where  Ella  Womack  Ferguson  continues 
to  live. 

A.  Juanita  Harris  Ferguson  Norton  was  born  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  January  1, 
1905.  She  graduated  from  Jackson  High  School.  Later  she  attended  Millsaps  College, 
Belhaven  College  where  she  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1925  and  a  degree 
in  speech  arts  in  1926,  Northwestern  University  School  of  Music  in  1927,  and  Peabody 
College  where  she  earned  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1928.  She  also  did 
further  graduate  work.  On  April  8,  1928,  Dr.  John  William  Ray  Norton  and  Juanita 
Harris  Ferguson  were  married  in  a  beautiful  ceremony  in  Galloway  Methodist  Church 
in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  The  day  was  Easter  Sunday  and  the  twenty-fifth  wedding 
anniversary  of  Juanita’s  parents. 

Juanita  says  having  lived  in  ten  states  it  has  been  interesting  to  compare  ac¬ 
tivities  of  different  groups  of  which  she  has  been  a  member.  They  include  Eastern 
Star;  American  Legion  Auxiliary,  president  1950,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina;  Harvard 
Dames,  1935;  president,  Wake  County  Medical  Auxiliary,  1959;  member,  State  Board 
Auxiliary,  1960-1964;  president  of  a  book  club  1952;  Faculty  Club,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  1939-1941;  Parent-Teacher  Association  president  1935-1957.  Raleigh; 
vice  president  1954,  secretary,  1939,  secretary  of  Executive  Board  of  Girl  Scouts, 
1940,  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina.  With  three  children  she  was  a  grade  mother  to 
one  or  the  other  for  23  years  and  taught  in  nursery  school  tliree  years. 

This  work,  together  with  numerous  other  women's  clubs  --  social,  legislating, 
medical,  fraternal,  and  spiritual  in  scope--have  consumed  much  time  and  interest; 
yet  Juanita's  home,  husband,  and  children  have  always  been  first.  She  has  traveled 
extensively  with  Dr.  Norton  on  his  many  executive  tours  in  America  and  abroad. 
T  he  ten  states  to  which  she  refers  are  Jackson,  Mississippi;  Nashville,  Tennessee; 
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Detroit,  Michigan;  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas;  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina;  Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania;  Boston,  Massachusetts;  Washington,  D.  C.;  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah; 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee;  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  At  present  (April  1963)  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Norton  are  on  a  month's  tour  of  South  America. 

The  three  children  of  their  family  are:  (1)  Geraldine  Ferguson  Norton  Aquadro,  (2) 
Jean  Ferguson  Norton  Dickman,  and  (3)  Lafayette  Ferguson  Norton. 

“During  the  90th  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association  in 
Miami,  Florida,  in  October  1962,  John  William  Roy  Norton.,  M.  D.,  M.  P.  H.,  F.  A., 
P.  H.  A.,  and  North  Carolina's  State  Health  Director,  became  president  of  this,  the 
largest  public  health  body  in  the  world.  Excerpts  taken  from  the  official  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health  appear  as  follows:  John  William 
Roy  Norton  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Scotland  County  in  the  Sand  Hill  section  of  North 
Carolina.  Those  early  days  in  the  farm  house  near  Lawrenburg  made  contribu¬ 
tions  in  self-respect,  ambition,  purpose,  vision,  and  in  an  appreciation  of  the  worth 
of  other  people.  His  parents,  Lafayette  and  Lola  Josephine  (Reynolds)  Norton,  were 
examples  of  the  philosophy  of  personal  responsibility,  and  they  shared  in  community 
problems  and  progress. 

When  success  met  him  on  the  baseball  field  in  Snead's  Grade  School  in  Scot¬ 
land  County,  a  lifetime  of  interest  in  that  and  other  sports  was  born,  making  their 
contribution  of  self-discipline  and  physical  condition.  Service  in  the  first  World  War 
from  private  to  second  lieutenant  in  the  Field  Artillery  and  as  a  colonel  in  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Corps  of  World  War  II  left  unmistakable  marks  on  the  erect,  quick  moving,  pur¬ 
poseful  and  direct  public  health  leader  of  1963,  the  state  health  director  of  North 
Carolina.  After  high  school,  Roy  entered  Trinity  College  (now  Duke  University)  where 
he  took  his  A.  B.  degree  and  studied  law  under  Dr.  S.  F.  Modecai.  He  then  entered  the 
Medical  School  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  transferring  after  two  years  to 
Vanderbilt  University  where  he  received  his  M.  D.  degree  in  1928. 

Public  health  entered  Roy’s  life  plans  in  1931  when  Dr.  James  Parrott  recommend¬ 
ed  him  as  City  Health  Superintendent  of  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina.  For  four 
years  this  local  health  work  gave  him  experience  in  the  solid  ground  work  of  public 
health.  A  Rockefeller  Foundation  Fellowship  to  Harvard  under  the  sponsorship  of 
Dr.  John  Ferrell  (a  former  A  P  H  A  president)  resulted  in  a  Master  of  Public  Health 
degree  in  1936. 

Roy  Norton  is  a  retired  reserve  officer  in  the  United  States  Army.  He  loves  the 
military  and  is  every  bit  a  soldier.  Even  having  the  flagship  he  was  on  in  World 
War  II  torpedoed  and  sunk  beneath  him  did  not  dim  his  enthusiasm  for  the  service. 
He  believes  the  United  States  needs  a  strong  defense  and  a  strong  reserve.  Dr. 
Norton  has  had  generous  opportunity  to  view  military  operations  at  Fort  Bragg.  He 
served  as  Assistant  Chief  of  Preventive  Medicine  in  the  European  theatre,  as  Medi¬ 
cal  Inspector  of  the  Seventh  Army,  was  Director  of  Epidemiology  for  the  Army  and 
Chief  of  Preventive  Medicine  for  the  Ninth  Service  Command  (eight  western  states, 
with  headquarters  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah).  He  was  awarded  battle  stars  in  the 
Tunisian  and  Sicilian  campaigns  and  also  the  army  commendation  citation  for 
service  as  army  epidemiology  chief. 

Dr.  Roy  Norton  is  an  ardent  hunter  of  bird,  duck,  and  deer.  Even  bear  hunting 
has  its  occasional  place  in  the  brief  opportunities  between  the  pressure  periods 
of  major  public  health  administrative  responsibilities  and  the  work  of  national  public 
health  committees.  He  practices  a  motto  which  hangs  upon  the  wall  of  his  office. 
‘The  spirit  of  this  motto  fits  in  with  the  way  I  like  to  think  about  the  people  I  work 
with,'  he  says.  The  motto  by  Barnard  Haldane  reads,  ‘If  you  want  to  get  the  best 
out  of  a  man,  you  must  look  for  the  best  that  is  in  him.’  He  has  served  in  all  public 
health  places  and  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  awards.  As  an  author  of  many 
articles  and  publications,  he  has  set  forth  a  philosophy  of  public  health  focused  on 
personal  responsibility.  ‘In  public  health  we  must  motivate  people  to  do  for  them- 
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selves  all  that  they  can  do.  Parents  should  feel  a  personal  responsibility  for  their 
children  and  other  members  of  the  family,  for  the  old  people.  We  should  encourage 
people  to  work  with  us  and  do  for  themselves  in  dealing  with  cancer,  mental  and 
emotional  problems,  heart  disease,  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and  in  saving  babies 
and  mothers,’  he  says. 

Dr.  Norton  is  a  Methodist.  He  was  a  steward  in  the  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  1934-1935,  and  in  Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church 
from  1950  to  the  present.  Mrs.  Norton  also  belongs  to  this  church  and  takes  an  ac¬ 
tive  part  in  the  missionary  society  and  other  phases  of  church  work. 

Dr.  Norton,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Norton,  in  his  official  capacities  as  North 
Carolina  State  Health  Director  and  President  of  the  American  Public  Health  Asso¬ 
ciation,  went  on  a  trip  that  lasted  from  April  8  to  May  10,  1963.  This  trip  was  under¬ 
written  and  planned  by  the  Office  of  International  Health  Division,  Public  Health 
Service,  Dr.  James  Watt,  Director.  Briefly  some  of  their  stopovers  were  as  follows: 
Caracas,  Venezuela;  Port  Au  Prince,  Trinidad;  Rio  de  Janerio  and  Sao  Paula,  Brazil; 
Lima,  Peru;  Panama  City,  Panama;  New  Orleans,  Louisiana;  and  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina.  Some  of  the  overall  objectives  of  the  trip  were: 

1.  To  study  and  assess  health  conditions  and  health  problems  and  to  make  eval¬ 
uations  of  how  the  United  States  can  best  help,  particularly  in  the  especially  de¬ 
pressed  area  of  Northeast  Brazil  where  the  Alliance  for  Progress  is  pledged  to  active 
participation  in  health  progress. 

2.  As  president  of  A  P  H  A  and  as  an  active  member  of  A  S  T  H  O,  to  build  a 
background  of  understanding  of  health  news  and  problems  in  Latin  America  as  a  basis 
for  interpreting  United  States  assistance  and  to  assist  in  defining  the  roll  PH  S 
could  and  should  play  in  these  needs.  I  hereby  apply  for  consideration  to  visit  and 
learn  in  these  areas  of  Western  Europe.

(1)  Geraldine  (Jerry)  Ferguson  Norton  Aquadro,  1915  North  Highland  Street, 
Arlington,  Virginia,  was  born  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  June  18,  1929.  After  she  finished 
high  school,  she  attended  the  University  of  Chattanooga  and  received  a  Bachelor 
Arts  degree,  Cum  Laude,  in  1950.  A  year  later  she  had  a  teachers  certificate  trom 
Meredith  College,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  At  the  University  of  Chattanooga  Jerry 
was  a  member  of  Chi  Omega  social  sorority,  Who’s  Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities,  was  named  Betty  Co-Ed,  Miss  University  of  Chattanooga,  and  Dream 
Girl  of  Pi  K  A  (Charles’  fraternity).  Geraldine  Norton  and  Charles  Aquadro  were 
married  June  9,  1951.

time  pleasantly  and  profitably.  Jerry  says,  "  I  had  no  special  dietetic  training,  though 
my  A.  B.  degree  from  the  University  of  Chattanooga  is  in  Home  Economics.  I 
was  in  charge  of  the  formula  kitchen  at  the  then  John  Gaston  Hospital,  now  Memphis 
City  and  County  Hospital.  It  is  the  hospital  in  connection  with  the  Medical  School 
of  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

“While  Charles  was  stationed  at  Coronado,  California  (San Diego)  in  1954-1956, 

I  taught  at  a  day  nursery.  He  was  the  official  officer  for  officers  underwater  demo¬ 
lition  teams  (frog  men).  The  day  nursery  was  a  child  care  center.  They  are  operated 
by  the  public  schools  and  care  for  school  children  before  and  after  school  hours  for 
working  mothers  and  also  for  children  from  age  two  on.”  In  these  and  other  places 
Geraldine  was  a  member  of  book  clubs,  the  medical  auxiliary,  and  navy  wives  clubs. 
She  swam  in  water  ballet,  and  wherever  she  was  she  participated  in  civic  and  church 
life.  She  and  Charles  are  Methodist. 

Charles  Frasure  Aquadro  was  born  in  Oak  Park,  Illinois,  June  9,  1929.  His 
parents  are  Lincoln  Vincent  and  Helen  Frasure  Aquadro.  In  undergraduate  medical 
school  Charles  belonged  to  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  and  in  the  Tennessee  School  Medi¬ 
cine  he  belonged  to  Phi  Chi.

He  completed 
the  submarine  medical  officers  course  in  the  United  States  Naval  Submarine  School 
Submarine  Base,  New  London,  Connecticut  in  1956.  At  special  request  he  received 
four  months  of  duty  under  instruction  in  clinical  geology,  E.  N.  T.  Department,  U.  S. 
Naval  Hospital,  Bethesda,  Maryland,  in  1957.  He  completed  the  five  weeks  course  in 
self-contained  diving,  then  assumed  duties  as  medical  officer  of  the  U.  S.  Naval 
School  of  Underwater  Swimmers,  Naval  Station,  Key  West,  Florida,  in  May  1957. 
In  September  1958  he  became  the  squadron  medical  officer,  Staff  of  Commander 
Submarine  Squadron  129,  Fleet  post  office,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The  squadron  consisted 
of  sixteen  non-nuclear  submarines,  a  submarine  tender,  and  submarine  rescue  deep 
sea  diving  ship.  During  these  and  other  assignments  he  has  participated  as  medical 
officer  and  diver  in  internationally  recognized  underwater  archaeological  expeditions 
in  foreign  regions  and  operations.  In  1955  he  was  the  only  doctor  in  2000  miles  when 
he  was  with  the  government  installingDE  W  lines  in  the  Canadian  Arctic  and  survey¬ 
ing  sites  and  coast  lines  for  supply  ships.  In  1958  he  was  the  doctor  for  the  geo¬ 
graphic  diving  expedition  in  a  cerrote  to  recover  Aztec  artifacts  in  Yucatan.  In  1959 
he  was  the  doctor  for  the  Link  Expedition  diving  on  Port  Royal,  Jamaica,  exploring 
the  city  destroyed  by  an  earthquake  in  1692.  In  1960  the  Link  Expedition  did  some 
diving  in  the  Sea  of  Galilee  and  at  Caesarea,  Israel.  That  was  the  first  underwater 
expedition  ever  to  explore  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  Charles  was  in  this  area  about  two 
months  and  traveled  about  Israel,  including  Jerusalem,  quite  a  bit.  In  1961  he  was 
the  doctor  for  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  which  sponsored  the  dive  to  the 
Lusitania  that  was  sunk  in  1915  in 300  feet  of  water  off  the  coast  of  Ireland.  Charles 

has  been  invited  by  the  French,  British,  and  Swiss  navies  to  give  advice  on  diving 
procedure. 

Lt.  Commander  Charles  Aquadro’ s  expeditions  are  written  up  in  the  National  Geo¬ 
graphic  Magazine,  January  1959  and  February  1960,  and  in  Life  Magazine  May  1961. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Aquadro  have  one  child,  Jeana  Lauren,  born  June  10,  1957.  Presently. 
June  1963,  he  is  being  assigned  temporarily  as  the  medical  representative  of  the 
United  States  Navy  special  committee  to  study  deep  submergence  rescue.  In  Sep- 
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tember  1963  Charles  took  a  position  in  France  with  Mr.  Jacques  Costeau  to  do  re¬ 
search  in  underwater  life.  He,  Jerry,  and  Jeana  now  live  in  Monaco. 

(2)  Jean  Ferguson  Norton  Dickman  was  born  in  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina, 
April  16,  1933.  After  graduating  from  Needham  Broughton  High  School  in  1951, 
she  attended  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  in  1956  she  received  a  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  from  Duke  University  where  she  was  a  member  of  Pi  Beta  Phi  sorority, 
National  Honor  Society,  and  participated  in  Little  Theatre,  did  social  service  work 
at  Duke  University  Hospital,  served  as  social  chairman  for  Duke  Alumnae,  and  re¬ 
presented  Kappa  Alpha  (Henry’s  fraternity).  Jean  Norton  played  the  violin  in  the 
orchestras  in  each  of  the  different  schools  she  attended  and  has  done  some  modeling, 
being  a  perfect  five  feet,  seven  inches.
